EPTTERS UPON FRENCH INFLUENCE, 
No. IX. 
To the People of the United States. 
The secret message of the President of the 


6th ot December, 1805, Which wae annexed ta 
tie tast Number, opens an ample ficld for inves- 





tigation andcriticism., It is not probable that 
all history can produce an instance of conduct 
at once so unprincipled and undignified, in the 
ruler of a free people, as that of Jefferson upon 
this occasion will appear to have begn, when 
fairly and fully developed. 

Acknowledging the duty incumbent upon the 
Executive of the United States to require from 
the government of Spain indemnification for our 
injured citizens, the Message announces that a 
convention was accordingly entered into between 
the Minister of the United States at Madrid, and 
the Minister of that government for foreign af- 
fairs, by whieh it was — that spoliations 
committed by Spanish subjects, and carried into 
ports of Span, should be paid for bythat nation, 
and that those committed by French subjects, 
and carried into Spanish ports, should remain 
for further discuss.on. It would seem to ap- 
pear that the trarsicr of Louisiana by France 
to the United Staws occasioned the rejection of 
this convention o8 the part of Spain. But it is 
believed that this was not the case. In this, as 
in all other instaices, Spain was bound to know 
what the commands of France were, and to o- 
bey them. Frince would not sufter Spain to 
make an arransement with us, unless we would 
cive our dischwrge in full fbr what France pe- 
remptorily prmounced an unfounded clann o 
our part, that of payment for French spolia ions 
carried into Spanish ports. And why? Because, 
as happens to leak out, towards the conclusion 
of the message,“ France was prompt and dceci- 
ded in her declarations; that our demands 
Spain for Frenck spohations, carried imto Span- 
ish ports, were included inthe settlement be- 
tween the Unit d states and France.” That 
France, m oc ding Louisiana tothe United State 5. 
looked forward to all the difficulties which tux 
of boundaries must naturally p: 
rake that ad- 
spect which 
she has since cone, by preventing an acijust- 
ment between us and Spain, except upon te 
which should replenish the French treasury, 
there can now be no doubt in the mind of am 
man of common apprehension. It 
aL ct, indeed, to have a plausible pretext for eva- 
ding payment for French spoliations iit Spain, 
the existence of which proved that, politically 
speaking, there Was no Spain. But it v : 
nother a! d a preater Ob} ct io keep the b wa la- 
res of Lousiana unsettled, as the instrument of 
es‘ablishing astreng French influence over the 
United States, whether in ¢ xpectation of obtain- 
ing more money from us or not, is quite imma- 
terial. Yet facts abundantly and conclusively 
shew that such an expectation must have been 
enter: ained. M. Tallevrand was then chief 
counsellor to his Imperial Majesty; and had he 
not been, Napoleon would have known the true 
character and situation of our country. He 
knew our extreme love of peace; our deep an- 
imosities against England; the ill conduct of 
England towards us; our ardent attachment, 
from revolutionary recollections, to the French 
nation; our consequent indisposition to view 
the wrongs of France imso stronga hight as 
those of Engiand ; our deficiency im military and 
naval power; the unpopularity which would at- 
tend the creation of armies and navies ; the idol- 
atry of the people for the existing administra- 
tion; the probability that that idolatry would 
continue While the people should believe the ad- 
ministration to be devoted to economy and 
peace; and the certainty that, should we be im- 
pelled to war with a foreign power, every dispo- 
sition would exist among us to go to war wiili 
England rather than France. He. was also ac- 
quainted with Jefferson’s philosophiaing, theo- 
rizing, and timid disposition; with his total 
want of nerve; and with his ardent hatred of 
England, and profound devotion to France. He 
knew that the same President Jefferson, exces- 
sively ambitious of literary fame, had staked his 
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reputation as a writer upon a prediction that the 
Sun of Britain’s glory Was about to set forever, 
and of course that he was deeply interested to 
turn his own prediction mto prophecy. Under | 
all these circumstances he must have been a 
fool to doubt that the American President was 
ripe so far as depended on himself alone, for |

son, more perhaps through fear than from cor- 
ruption, had made up his mind to carry into ef- 
fect the ‘ direction” which France “ might 
mean to give to the differences” between the W- 
nited States and Spain.

The publication of the secret docaments, “ tN 
EXTENSO,” is suspended tor the present. When 
the Public reflect upon the importance of those 
parts of them which were disclosed in the sev- 
enth number, and which completely proved the 
fact of the subjection of Jefferson’s administra- 
tion to the influence of France, and reflect also 
that documents of such importanee had been 
known, for four or five years, to exist, by 50 or 
60 inflexible opponents of the administration in 
Congress, they must have some idea of the pow- 
er of that charm whieh binds the members of the 
National Legislature to seereey in certain cases 
KR appears now to be wmiversally admitted that 
there is no constitutional or legal obsiacte to the 
publication of those documents. But the writer 
finds that some of these whose judgment he ean- 
not but highly respect, are not quite so elear as 
to the perfect propriety of such a stép. All the 
members of Congress have uniformly agreed in 
opivion that some parts of the papers which 
were laid before tem ought not to be given to 
the world —More, much more general informa- 
tion upon the subject, however, the Public are 
entitled ro and shall receive. 

P.S. The defence set up by Mr. Jefferson and 
Mr. Madison, in the National latelligencer, a- 
gainst the charges contained in No. VIF. will be 
examined at considerable length in No, X. to 
whieh wlll De added am appendix, very much to 
the point, im which two great statesmen will be 
cut to pieces with their own favorite edge tools.

In great disaster of this kind censure is gene- 
rally levelled against some person or persons, 
sometimes truly and sometimes falsely ; in this 
case the gratest want of order and discipline 
prevailed. No fire companies, no system, no 
person to command the engines—some of them 
were left to the entire direction of impudent 
boys and negroes, and not till the fire had ex- 
icnded its ravages considerably, was there any 
thing like a well concerted system of defence 
against the ravages of the devouring element.
